Hi Lee, I just finished building a NorCal BLT also! I experienced similar 
performance and traced the problem back to faulty switches. The switches 
supplied with the kit have terminals that don't tin easily and extra heat 
(and it doesn't take much to be excessive) melts the case allowing the pins 
to become loose in the switch housing. (Unlike some of the miniature 
switches housed in something akin to Bakelite, these don't lend themselves 
well to this application. I replaced the one on the front panel with a slide 
switch. ) 


After replacing the switches and adding a trimmer cap across C2 for a bit 
more capacitance, it tunes my G5RV nicely to 15, 20, and 40 meters. 
Extinguishing that little LED is fascinating while watching the results on 
the NOGA SWR/Wattmeter! 


Check those switches.. (Also the one you added for coaxial output.)

It's important to remember that the power dissipated by any device 
operating with de is the product of the xxvoltage drop across the 
devicex*x and the **current through the devicexx 


So, if a zener diode rated 15 V is connected in parallel (cathode to +, 
anode to - ) with a battery and a solar panel, and if the zener is 
conducting in the reverse bias mode (zener mode, voltage drop = 15 V) the 
power dissipated will be 15 volts multiplied by the current through the 
zener. 


If the panel is capable of 350 mA, and the battery is fully charged, 
hence drawing little or no current, 
then the zener current will be very nearly the full 350 mA the panel can 


deliver. And it delivers it to the zener, not to the battery or any other 
device. So ... 


P=I-«* V = (15 V) * (0.35 A) = 5.25 W 
It's gonna get hot... trust me on this one...voice of experience... 


The difference between 15 V and the panel voltage is only important for a 
device connected xxbetweenxx the panel and the zener, thus seeing that 
difference as its own voltage drop, not for the zener itself. For 
instance, if 1 5.6 ohm resistor were in series with the panel, the panel 
voltage is 17 V and the zener is conducting, the the resistor's voltage 
drop is 


17 V-15V=2V 

the current through the resistor would have to be 
2 V / 5.6 ohm = 0.357 A 

and the power dissipated in the resistor would be 
P=Vx*xI = (2 V) * ((0.357 A) = 0.71 W

I have the Radio Shack labeled version of the MaHa charger. Nice unit. 

I bought it when it first came out to handle my son's RC cars. I quickly 
found out it works gangbusters on Camcorder batteries, and on HT 

packs. 


This unit isn't for individual cells. It has the 'nail bed' on the top, 
and an 

RC power pack connector on the end. You can adjust the ‘nail bed' 

type interface to physically match to almost any battery pack that has 
contacts on a flat side. 


Another thing I did was take a small piece of plastic (a credit card) and 
put copper foil strip on one edge. And a very small ‘bolt' through it so 
that when it's slipped onto the top of my HT battery packs, it makes 
contact. Then you can get the connectors for the RC battery packs 

at RS, and use that to hook to the MaHa. 


Now to charge a pack, even the ‘alkaline’ packs that I fill with NiCad 
or NiMH AA cells, I just slip the 'card' onto the top of the pack and 
plug it into the MaHa. I don't have to take the cells out of the pack. 
AND I can charge up 'sealed' packs. 


But there is a caveat about using it in the car. The unit cannot charge 
the highest voltage packs (I believe 12v) when powered from a car. 

There probably isn't enough differential voltage between the input and 
the pack to do so. Even WITH that limitation, it's a great unit!

Just finished the 20M module for my AT Sprint last night so I really wanted 
to get some sprint action tonight. After fumbling with the Z-tuner for a 
half-hour (long story), I finally started hearing something on 20M but by 
that time I figured most folks had migrated to 40M. Unfortunately, because 
of a heavy storm cell east of Denver, 40M was a huge wall of crackling 
sounds. The narrow AT Sprint filter made it too hard for me to decipher 
even very strong signals so I went back to 20M and made about 5 contacts 
over the next hour. Enough to know that things were working. I got about 
1.5W out of a 9V battery - probably will get more after I tweak the coils.

Someone just asked about getting more power from 
thier SW30+ rig. I shutter when I see questions 


like this! 
Short answer, don't even try! 
Long answer: 


The weak link in the SW+ transmitter is the driver 
stage. It's prone to break into oscillation when 
driven too hard. This is exactly the stage which 
has to work harder in order to get more power out 
of the rig. However, there are a few things you 
can do to improve the situation, especially if you 
have a rig which is prone to oscillation when the 
drive control is turned all the way up. You know 
you have oscillation problems if your SWR goes way 
up and or the zener across the final shorts out! 


I have found that in many cases, reducing the bais 
current in the driver stage can improve it's 
stability. Some 2N4401's are "hotter" than others. 
If you have one with higher than average gain, 
make the base bias resistor to the + supply one or 
two sizes larger in value. Sometimes just making 
the emitter resistor a little larger will also do 
the trick, especially the 20M versions. Go from 22 
ohms to 32 ohms. Sometimes both resistors need to 
be changed. 


To get a little more power out, optimize the 
number of turns on the driver coil secondary to 
the PA. Try one turn less. Also the direction in 
which the secondary is wound can make a 
difference. Try compressing the turns on the L4 
coil in the LPF. This will often give you a few 
100 mw's of extra power. 


All in all, 3 to 3.5 watts out on 40/30 and 

2 -2.5 watts on 20 is the most you can expect to 
get out of this rig. To do more you have to 
redsign it and add another stage to the 
transmitter line up. Not real practical. In any 
event, if you can't work them with 2-3 watts, 
using 4 isn't going to make it much better. You 
need a better antenna or a new hobby :-)

Lee, 40 meters was my problem too. When I initially tried to tune it to 
40 meters, C2 was in the extreme counter-clockwise position and the LED 
still glowed a bit. Useable but not quite right. I couldn't tell if this 
CCW position was fully meshed or open, so I unsoldered the center lead and 
measured it with my LCR meter which showed it to be 238 pf with the 
trimmers meshed. So... I found a small trim-cap in the parts bin, seems 
like it measured 7 pf at the low end and peaked around 75 pf. I had 
soldered a bare wire across the variable caps, connecting to pins 1 & 3 on 
both. This made a solid bus of sorts, so soldering in the trim-cap from 
the center lug to this makeshift bus was easy to do. After installing I 
adjusted the trim cap by turning C2 fully CCW then tuning the trimmer 
through the dip just a bit in order to have a little margin. I re-checked 
20 and 15 meters and they would still tune, so adding the trim-cap didn't 
upset the tuning too much. I was prepared to drill a small hole in the 
cover to allow tweeking the trimmer, but it hasn't been necessary yet. A 
great little tuner!

Summer is here in the desert southwest and this is the time to 
tow my old trailer up into the New Mexico mountains (Gila National 
Forset, first Wilderness in USA) and do some portable ham radio. I like 
to have HF in the mobile because where I go is pretty wild. No Two 
Meters, No cell phone, no telephone period. No electric wires. 


So the mobile needs to be effective and the drop in the HF bands 
capability has been spectacular these past few months. During the past 
8 years I have been happy with Hamstiks mounted at the roof level of the 
car. From 40 meters up they worked quite well and I used them to even 
work in Fox Hunts. 


I also have a Hamstik for 75 meters but it's not much good. I 
once did a good X-Y test between this and a full size 80 meter dipole at 
20 feet. The Hamstik is 30 DB below the dipole... 


In the wilds of Texas they have a similar problem. They want to 
get back to the old gang on 3941 KHz. Of course a 30 DB drop in signal 
will not make it through the noise and QRM on 80 meters. So about 30 
years ago the "Texas Bug Catcher" was born. Then and now it consists of 
a bottom section about 3 feet long, a HUGE 6 inch diameter coil with 100 
turns of number 12 wire, and then a 8 foot whip above that. A rope is 
tied above the coil and the other end tied to a door handle. At 80 miles 
an hour, the normal city speed there, there have been known cases where 
the rope opens the door... 


Between the big antenna and the Hamstik there is the smaller 
screwdriver tuned antenna. Mine has a 2 inch diameter coil and a 5 foot 
whip. I can vary the inductance and work on all bands 10 through 80 
meters. Yesterday morning I had to get blood work done for a Doctor so I 
checked into the New Mexico Breakfast Club at 0630 local time on 3939 
KHz. Net Conrol heard me just fine and when my turn came I explained I 
was mobile and several stations, one in Colorado, said I was solid copy. 
So this antenna is much better than the Hamstik but less good than the 
big Texas jobs.

I used this method for the audio portion of my 80 meter transceiver. 
Tracks on the front, printed with laser printer & transfer paper, and 
ground plane on the back. Holes drilled wherever a component connects 
to ground. Components (all are normal thru-hole parts) mounted 
surface-mount style on the side with the tracks, except that those leads 
that need ground go through a hole to the back. 


This needed lots fewer holes than the other approach, where the parts 
are mounted on the ground-plane side. But you have the soldering iron 
in among the parts, rather than safely separated on the back, so you 
need a steady hand... As you guess, the layout was relatively easy, 
since one heavily-used net (ground) disappears from the problem. And 
I assume the big ground plane is good electrically too. 


I also used holes (with countersink on the ground side) to connect this 
circuit to the RF portion, which was built Manhattan & ugly style on the 
other side of the same board. The little solder bumps of the ground 
connections made placing Manhattan pads a challenge, and I was trying 

to squeeze 10 lbs of circuit into a 5 lb space... Still, the result 
works and I learned a lot. Next time I think I'll make a similar 
surface-mount style PCB for the RF portion, and mount the two boards 


with their ground planes together.

To work 
someone, almost always 5, 10 or 20 kHz away from "your" frequency 
(since we were all crystal controlled and most had only two or three 
crystals) you had to learn to "filter out" all the other signals 
around. Now this is one of those "learned" behaviors, but not 
anywhere near as difficult as it seems. 


When you are at a party or other group of people all standing around 
talking, it's not particularly difficult to single out one 
conversation (signal) and listen (copy) to that one while tuning out 
the rest. Admittedly it is a little harder today since just about all 
signals are "perfect" and sound the same. In the 50's there were all 


kinds of signals, some with chirp, some with hum, some with clicks, 
and a few (very few) perfect ones. 


Again, the key is familiarity with the "language". If you walked 
into a party where everyone was speaking Russian, they would all sound 
the same, and you wouldn't be able to understand any of them. 

However, if one was speaking English, you would be able to concentrate 
on that one and all the rest would fade out. 


There IS a "magic number", but it isn't A number. There is a real 
threshold around 10-15 wpm where it is no longer easy to "count" dots 
and dashes, and you hear only the "sound" of the character.

Our K60XV option (60 m + transverter I/0) isn't available yet, but it looks like 
U.S. hams will get limited privileges (USB mode only, 5 discrete frequencies) as 
of July 3rd. So we thought we'd update and re-post information on how to put the 


K2 on 60 meters for those who are anxious to try out the band now. K2 firmware 
does not at present include 60 m in the band map, so the modification works by 
"sharing" 40-meter components. 


Note: This modification is recommended for experimentation only, as we have not 
yet fully characterized the K2 on this band. However, a few hams in the UK have 
made these changes successfully, and our own initial tests show that performance 
is the same as on the other bands. 


1. The 40 meter band-pass filter must be resonated on 60 meters: 


Install a DPDT switch on the rear panel, close to the 40-m band-pass filter. The 
two switch commons should be wired to either side of C6, the top coupling cap in 
this filter. In the 60 m switch position, a 4.7 pF capacitor should be placed in 
parallel with C6. From either side of this capacitor to ground, you'll need a 50 
pF trimmer and a 47 pF fixed cap, in parallel. The filter will be peaked later. 


2. Memories can be set up for easy 60m or 40m access: 


Turn on the K2 and switch to 40 meters. Select the 1-kHz-per-step VFO tuning 
rate and tune the VFO down from 40 m to the center of the 60 meter band (~5.3 
MHz). Hit A=B to set both VFOs to this frequency, then STORE the setup ina 
frequency memory (I used #5 since this is 5 MHz). Then tune back up to 40 
meters, hit A=B, and STORE this in another memory (47 makes sense: 7 MHz). Now 
you can jump to either 60 or 40 meters using the RCL button. Of course you could 
assign up to 5 memories for use on the new channelized 60-meter assignments. 


3. The VCO requires additional capacitance: 


Use RCL #5 to get back to 60 meters. The PLL will be out of lock because the 
40-meter VCO capacitance is too small to allow the VCO to tune down to 5.3 + 4.9 
= 10.2 MHz. To get the PLL to lock, you'll have to parallel some 30-70 pF of 
extra capacitance across C71. Connect a voltmeter to R30, and find a value of C 
that results in a VCO voltage of 1.5-7.5 V over the desired 60 m segment. Then 
install a tiny SPST switch on the board which, when thrown to the 60 m position, 
puts this cap into the circuit. Use very short leads, and cut an access hole in 
the bottom cover. (Note: the K60XV will be supplied with two MV209 varactor 
diodes, D19 and D20, that will work in combination with the K2's new "D119" menu 
entry to change the VCO tuning range so that it covers both 40 and 60 meters 
with new VCO relay combinations. You don't need new K2 firmware to use the fixed 
capacitance method described here. But if you have it, leave "D19" set to "N".) 


4. With both the VCO and BPF switches in the 60 m position, and a 60-m memory 
recalled, align the BPF trimmers on 60 meters in RX or TX mode. 


5. The K2's original 40-m low-pass filter and push-pull PA does a decent job of 
suppressing the 2nd harmonic on 60 meters, but if you want some extra margin, 
use the new 40m/60m elliptic low-pass filter components shown in the Revision D 


K2 manual. These components are already present in K2s s/n 3000 and up. 


You're now ready to use the K2 barefoot on 60 meters (up to 15 W). Remember to 
use upper sideband xonly*x as we haven't yet convinced the FCC to let us use CW 


a 


The KAT2 and KAT100 automatic antenna tuners will both work on this band, so you 
can use a 40 or 80-meter antenna or a random wire. 


DO NOT use the KPA100 on 60 meters unless you have the means to check 2nd 
harmonic suppression. Since the KPA100 uses a 40/30 meter low-pass filter, the 
2nd harmonic attenuation on 60 meters would be determined solely by the balance 
of the PA strip, which may or may not meet FCC specs. A future modification to 
the KPA100 will allow use on 60 meters. (Also note the carefully-defined 50-watt 
power limit on this band. See www.arrl.org for details.)
